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EDUCATIONAL WORK. 


This is a distinctive kind of work. It has its de- 
grees of excellence and merit. It is susceptible not 
merely of observation but study, and when it reaches 
a stage that it can be studied, we may be sure that the 
schools are progressing and have value. It is a great 
point for the schools to reach a stage that it can be said 
they are at work, and while the work on the part of the 
pupi's is crude, very crude, and the same to a degree is 


true of the teachers, it is a prophecy of fine educational 
results. 


INCREASING THE EFFICIENCY OF THE SCHOOLS. 


There are many things that affect the efficiency of 
a school. ‘hen public sentiment on the subject of edu- 
cation is a power; a wise and intelligent sentiment on 
this is a large and powerful factor in securing good 
schools; a public sentiment not enlightened and luke- 
warm will impair their efficiency. A knowledge of mind 
and the process of its culture is needful, the best 
methods are essential, and there must be a knowledge 
of the adaptation of these to particular cases and condi- 
tions. Regularity of attendance is of the first impor- 
tance; classification is of great importance in our mixed 
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schools. The efficiency of the school may turn on this, 
it may determine the value of the school to the individ- 
ual pupil. But the prime factor in the efficiency of the 
school is the experience, the attainments, and the gen- 
eral qualification of the teacher. With the appropria- 
tion which this town is able to make it cannot be ex- 
pected that the best instruction could be secured, though 
the schools have been greatly favored in this particular 
the past year. 


A COURSE OF STUDY. 


This has been spoken of in former reports, and it 
becomes more and more manifest, that it is not only the 
great need but the essential need. : 

A course of study in which scholars should be ad- 
vanced and promoted by examinations would more than 
double the results of the teaching strength and labor in 
our schools, and secure thoroughness. As pupils now 
study, there is a constant turning back to repair one’s 
knowledge, or to relearn, and oftentimes to learn for the 
first time, something the pupil went over long ago. 
There is not only the perplexity in this, the spending of 
the teacher’s time and strength upon what ought to have 
been learned long before, but it sours the disposition of 
the pupil, disheartens and saddens him, and it is harder 
for him to now learn this than it would have been in the 
outset. 

What the schools need is thorough work, and a 
course of study is essential to this. Commencing with 
the elements, it compels their mastery, and then of prin- 
ciples in their natural order. As unpleasant as it may 
be, a reperusing of what the pupil has been over with- 
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out understanding is absolutely necessary. All children 
have not the same susceptibility to learn,—this must be 
recognized; some are quicker in some departments than 
others,—this must be recognized. Nor does this neces- 
sarily argue any deficiency in endowment or even in- 
equality. In nature the fact that some grains or fruits 
ripen later does not prove that they are not as valuable, 
but only that they must be cultivated and waited for. 
So with minds; often the most valuable mature late. 
They are spoilt if there be an effort to force them by 
pushing them along in a class that mature earlier; 
nor should a parent feel that it is an impeachment of 
the ability of his child because he is required to dwell 
longer on some subjects than his mates. The pleading 
of a child to go into a more advanced book or class 
should be answered by showing him that he is not 
perfect in the one he wishes to leave, and if a child is 
taught aright from the first, not allowed to advance 
without intelligent perceptions, he will desire the- 
higher class or book only as he is prepared for them. 
The mind finds such a delight in truly knowing, when it 
has once experienced it, that it will not be content to 
lounge where it cannot know; more than this, to know 
will become a passion. Such a one will delight in pro- 
gress that leaves its way all clear and well-defined; 
exact knowledyve then becomes a habit of both mind and 
life, and this comes to include more than the intel- 
lectual, more than scholarly traits; the moral and_spirit- 
ual follow in its wake, and clearness, distinctness in 
everything fills the sphere of being. 

This suggests the great importance of how the pri- 
mary class is taught, also of the teachers having a true 
philosophy of child-life and the persevering and patient 
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application of it. In the school of many classes, where 
the pupil has been advanced without understanding, the 
teacher is under the necessity of pursuing a superficial 
course; but under a system of classification this could be 
greatly improved, this damage could be somewhat re- 
paired, and the primary classes could be saved, which 
classes unfortunately in our schools are usually found 
far beyond where they could pass an examination. To 
go back, not to review, but to go over the whole, dis- 
courages pupils; parents are often disapointed, but this 
is the only thing that can be done. 

There are some things in the cour-e of our common 
school studies, that the scholar does not like; he does not 
want to take them, but there is nothing elective in the 
common school course; the whole is fundamental and 
essential to a qualification for the common duties of life. 
Pupils often feel that because they have been over a 
book that they are ready for some higherbook or 
study. But the book worth going over once in study 
should be gone over many times. The book worth 
reading once is worth reading many times. The most 
learned are not those who have read the most books but 
those who have read a few books, and so read them 
that they are a part of themselves. 


THE AGE OF CHANGE. 


This includes the schools, the cause of education. 
There is no use of discussing the question whether it be 
for the better, the fact is before us—we must adjust our- 
selves to it. 

Primary studies are now taught with more exact- 
ness, and scholars are better disciplined in them. But 
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it is more difficult to secure instruction in high school 
studies in our schools than it was formerly. It must be 
admitted that this instruction was somewhat superficial 
and fragmentary, and it can hardly be a question 
whether there is a larger acquisition of mental power 
in the thorough mastery of the common school course 
than there was in the attention given to the two courses, 
It must ever be kept in mind that true mental discipline 
is the one thing to be attained in education. The mind 
truly disciplined becomes its own teacher. 


THE SCHOOL PROBLEM. 


This has an especial importance in the rural towns 
and though its solution may be in the distant future, it 
is well to keep its study in mind, and the consideration 
of it even in impracticable forms may lead the way to 
something practical. One form, impracticable at the pre- 
sent, 1s after this wise. We have five schools and con- 
sequently five teachers. Suppose a building at a central 
point with three suitable school-rooms; grade the 
scholars of the town into three grades, then three suit- 
able teachers could do more efficient and better work | 
than the five can now. 

The consolidation of the smaller schools is another 
form, but impracticable to any degree at the present 
time from the situation and character of the schools. 
Numbers one and two, the largest schools, are full, unless 
they are graded; there is in each of them all the work 
one teacher can do. Schools three, four, and five, as far 
as the number of pupils is concerned, would admit of 
some form of consolidation. But their location renders 
it impossible. Graduation and the ability to command 
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higher teaching talent are two essential factors in this 
problem. The matter of some form of temporary con- 
solidation awaits changes in the schools. 


THE PRESENT STATUS. 


This is much better than many towns of the state. 
It is an advance on our past. Free text-books are a 
great advance. ‘The schoolhouses are a great advance. 
But this is not without its perils. It is a question how 
far what may be termed the paternal government can 
be carried with safety. It is certainly carried too ‘far 
when the subject ceases to help himself; too far when he 
is clamorous for more, or when he ceases to care for and 
husband what is provided for him; too far when he 1s: 
indifferent to the depths the public treasury is drained 
in his behalf. It will be a sad condition of our schools 
when the state does so much that the patron has nothing ° 
to do for himself. | 


THE PAST YEAR. 


While all has not been accomplished that we hoped, 
there has been some increase in efficiency. While there 
are some weak points, there are more in which there is 
an increase of strength, and in the aggregate the stand- 
ard is several points higher. In imexpensive ways the 
facilities for school work have been increased. School 
No. 3, by a courageous and hearty push has secured an 
organ for their schoolroom,—something that the friends 
of that school have long desired for it. Now each school- 
room of the town has its musical instrument.

Once more it becomes our duty to make our annual 
report to the town’s-people of the condition of the Free 
Public Library, and we take pleasure in announcing that, 
there are nothing but favorable conditions to report. 

The library continues prosperous and is_ better 
patronized than ever; the people of the town appreciate 
more and more its benefits, and are interested in its wel- 
fare, as is proven by the increase in the number of books 
drawn this year. Since its auspicious beginning there 
has been no backward step and there is now no cloud 
vizable which may obscure its future prosperity and use- 
fulness; in fact, the people of Pelham know how to 
value a good thing when they have it, and even those 
who were at first its enemies are now its friends. 

As appears in the librarian’s report 128 new books 
have been added the past year, quite a number of which 
were given by the friends of the library; and we take 
pleasure in assuring them of our appreciation of the 
gifts.
